Lamont is the first municipality in Alberta to receive such a 
certificate of incorporation. The new four-colour document is de- 
signed for display in a municipality's offices or perhaps, its council 
chamber. Details of Incorporation appear over the seal of the De- 
partment of Municipal Affairs and the signature of the Minister. 

The document was designed and produced within the Depart- 
ment of Municipal Affairs this year at the instigation of the Hon. E.H. 
Gerhart when he learned that many Alberta municipalities have no 
document suitable for publicly displaying features of their incorpora- 
tion. 

Municipalities incorporated in 1968 will be the first to receive 
the new certificates, followed by those incorporated in 1967, 1966, 
and so on, until gradually, all municipalities will have receivedone .

The Honourable Harry Edwin Strom is now the 15th Minister of 
Municipal Affairs. His appointment dates from July 16th when he 
left the Department of Agriculture to take the oath of his new office 
at a ceremony in the Legislative Building. F 

The new Minister succeeds the Hon. E.H. Gerhart who held the 
Municipal Affairs portfolio from June 29, 1967 to July 15, 1968. 
Mr. Gerhart was appointed Attorney General on May 13, 1968. 


In addition to Municipal Affairs, Mr. Strom has a number of 
other responsibilities in government dating from June 29, 1967. He 
continues to serve as the first Chairman on the Human Resources De- 
velopment Authority and retains the work of administering the Civil 
Defence and Disaster Act under his appointment as Minister-in-Charge 
of the Alberta Emergency Measures Organization. 

The sixth of 11 children, Mr. Strom was 
born July 7, 1914, on the family homestead 
at Burdett in south-east Alberta. His early 
education was at Burdett and in Calgary. 
Both of his parents were born inSweden. They 
had settled first in Minnesota andthen moved 
to Burdett in 1909. 

In his rural area, Mr. Strom's farming 
activities were varied, including grain, irri- 
gation crops such as sugar beets, and a live- 





stock operation involving commercial feeder 
stock. HON. H.E. STROM 

His early interest in local government led him to be serving as 
a municipal councillor at the age of 26 in his municipal district of 
Forty Mile (now a county). His long recordof public service also in- 
cludes membership onschool boards, on the South Alberta Water De- 
velopment Board and in the South Alberta Water Conservation Associa- 
tion. He is a past director of his Rural Electrification Association and 
the Western Canada Reclamation Association. Inaddition, he has been 
President of a Home and School Association and an Agricultural Im- 
provement Association. 

First elected to the Legislature as member for Cypress in the 
General Electionof 1955, the Hon. H.E. Strom was re-elected in the 
elections of 1959, 1963 and 1967. He was named to the Cabinet with 
his appointment as Minister of Agriculture on October 15, 1962. 


Mr. Strom married the former Ruth Johnston of Bow Island, Al- 


berta. The Stroms have six children, three sons and three daughters .

Housing Act, 1968 was totally re-written and became effective May 
2nd, 1968. The Act repeals the old Act and incorporates several 
amendments which were deemed necessary.

The major changes inthe "Public Housing" section are as follows: 


(a) 


Public housing units can now be sold as well as rented. 
This is specifically described in the definition section. 


The Province has increased its contribution towards.the 
operating losses of a project undertaken by a municipality 
on the 90% loan basis. The legislation allows forthe Pro- 
vince to assume up to 50% of the operating losses or require 
the municipality to pay 10% thereof. 


(b) 


(c) The assent of the proprietary electors is also now required 
to a by-law authorizing a borrowing for this purpose. 

Under the heading "Land Assembly Projects", the only difference 
inthis section fromthe OldAct is that provision is made for the leasing 
of lots developed under a land assembly scheme. The assent of the 
proprietary electors is also now required to a by-law authorizing a 
borrowing for this purpose. 


The "Land Development Project" sectionis a totally new addi- 
tion to the Act and allows for the Province or a municipality to ac- 
quire, service and sell or lease land for residential purposes. The 
financing for this type of project would be on a 90% loan basis from 
the Federal government. The disposition of land in this case could 
be on a direct sale or on a lease basis as well. 

The difference between a landassembly project and a land de- 
velopment project is primarily the financing. In addition, under land 
development projects, the Province ora municipality could also con- 
struct housing units for lease or sale in conjunction with the land de- 
velopment projects. 

Under the heading of "Urban Renewal" the amendments were 
primarily for clarification from the standpoint of making the sections 
dealing with the maintenance and occupancy by-laws coincident with 
that provided for in The Planning Act. The assent of the proprietary 
electors is also now required to a by-law authorizing a borrowing for 
this purpose. 

The section headed "General" provides for a clarification of 
the functions of the Alberta Housing andUrban Renewal Corporation 
and authorizes the Province or the Corporation to acquire or expro- 
priate land for its purposes. 

e The Electric Power and Pipeline Assessment Act 


Section 2, subsection (d) is amended by renumbering clause 
(viii) as (ix) and inserting the following new clause: 

(viii) Drain lines and flare lines. 

This is to remove drain lines and flare lines from the categories 
covered by this Act. 

Clause d(i) is amended by adding immediately after the words 
“transmission of gas or oil or both" the words "or salt, brine, wood 
products or coal." 

The purpose of this amendment is to provide for the assessment 
under this Legislation of pipe usedto convey salt and brine from salt 
mine wellheads and to provide for the assessment of pipe usedto con- 
vey other types of material in proposed future developments. 

Clause d(ii) is amended by adding immediately after the words 
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"glycol or gas" the words "or any substance, " 


The purpose of this amendment is to provide for the assessment | 


of pipe now being tested and used to enhance and speed recovery 
from petroleum formations conveying substances not covered by this 
legislation. 


Clause d(vii) is amended by striking out the words “oil or gas" 
and the word "gas" where they appear therein. 


The purpose of this amendment is to exclude any pipe located in 
any type of facility mentioned in the clause from assessment under 
authority of this Act. 

Section 2, clause g. is amended by striking out clause g. and 
substituting a new clause. 

This amendment is to provide a legal authority for the assess- 
ment of cablevision installations under this Act. 

Section 4 is amended by striking out clauses b, c, d, and e and 
by substituting new clauses b to g. 

The purpose of this amendment isto remove flare lines from the 
exemption section and place them under a renumbered Section 2 (viii) 
which will have the effect of removing this type of pipe from the jur- 
isdiction of this Act andthus authorize the assessment of such installa- 
tions under the provisions of The Municipal Taxation Act. The amend- 
ment will also remove from exemption certain types of installations at 
a dam site that are wholly or partly used for the generationor produc- 
tion of electric power. 

Section 19 is amended by striking out the words "Sections 28 to 
53 of The Assessment Act 1960 and Sections 493 to 520 of The City 
Act" andsubstituting therein the words "Sections 32 to 540f The Mun- 
icipal Taxation Act." 

This amendment is required in view of the 1967 repeal of the 
assessment and taxation provisions of The City Act and The Assessment 
Act and the passage of The Municipal Taxation Act 1967. 


The amendments to this Act are effective May 2, 1968. 


@ The Municipal Taxation Act 


Section 8 isamended by adding a new subsection (4) and clari- 
fies the manner of assessment relating to a parcelof landwhich is sub- 
ject to zoning and used for agricultural or residential purposes. 


(a) theuse of the landat the date of assessment is now the gov-- 
erning factor. 


(b) if at the date of assessment the land is used for the raising 
or production of crops, livestock, poultry, etc., and if the 
owner derives from such activity an income sufficient to 

. provide a livelihood the parcel shall be assessed as farm 
land, 
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(c) if at the date of assessment the land is used for residential 
purposes and is occupied by the owner or purchaser or by 
his spouse or children as a place of residence, the parcel 
shall be assessed according to its residential use unless it 
qualifies for assessment as agricultural land as previously 
mentioned. 

Section? isamended firstly as to clause a. of subsection (2) by 
extending from three to five years the life of a by-law which pres- 
cribes that 20% of fair actual value shall be used for assessment pur- 
poses in the case of land whichhas been subdivided bya Developer . 


Secondly as to subsection (3) by providing that a by-law of 
Council granting a fixed assessment on land under development may 
be renewed at the discretion of the Council. Formerly such a by-law 
was not renewable. 

Section 10 has beenstruck out anda new Section added which 
clearly authorizes the Lieutenant Governor in Council to allocate 
improvements into different classes and prescribe different percentage 
rates applicable to fair actual value for assessment purposes, i.e. , 
pursuant to the 1959 Assessment Manual machinery and equipment as- 
sessed at 30% of fairactual value, single family residential buildings 
_at 50% of fair actual value, other improvements at 60% of fair actual 
value and pursuant to the 1967 Assessment Manual machinery and 
equipment assessed at 22 1/2% of fair actual value, single family re- 
sidential buildings at 27 1/2% of fair actual value, other improve- 
ments at 45% of fair actual value. 

A new 10a. has been added which replaces the former subsec- 
tion (3) of Section 10 andgives direction to the Assessor in determining 
the value of an improvement for assessment purposes. 


Section 11] is amendedby removing reference to Section 10 which 


“no longer has application to this Section. 


Section 15 isamended as to subsection (4) andnow requires that 
when machinery and equipment and apparatus comprising a special 
franchise is assessed, the Assessor shall allow accrued depreciation 
to the date of assessment. Formerly the requirement was that annual 
depreciation be allowed. 


Section 16 is amended as to subsection (2) by adding after the 
words “owner of the parcel" the words "or the occupant in the case 
of Crown lands," 

Section 19 deals withthe rightofa municipality to assess Crown 
land during the year in which the property may be sold and a new 
clause (el) is added which will require the municipality to mail an 
assessment slip to the purchaser. 

Previously this Section allowed for the assessment of the land, 


- the entering of the assessment on the assessment roll and the levying 


of a tax, but did not provide the purchaser with a right of complaint 
or appeal against the assessment placed. 
4 Section 20, subsection (1) is amended as to clause 5. for the 
rpose of separating fromthe exemption granted to land, the exemp- 
tion which may be granted to a building or any part thereof which 
may be used for divine service, public worship or religious education . 

The reason for this separation is two fold: 

(a) To ensure that if a parcel forming the site of a church 
building exceeds the area for which exemption is provided 
and as aresult of whichthe parcel as a whole becomes as- 
sessable, the exemption which may be granted to a church 
building or portion thereof will not be destroyed.

any part thereof either of which is chiefly used for divine 














service, public worship or religious education. 

Also, and wherea portion of a building qualifies for exemption 
under this clause, the remainder of the building may be assessed for 
taxation so long as it is used for other than religious purposes. 

Section 20, subsection (1) is amended as to clause 9. for the 
purpose of separating from the exemption granted to land, the exemp- 
tion which may be granted to a buildingused as a hospitalor in com 
nection therewith. a, 


The reason for this amendment is two fold: 


(a) To ensure that if the area of a parcel forming the site of 
a building used as a hospital or in connection therewith 
exceeds the area for whichexemption is authorized and as 
a result of which the hospital as a whole becomes assess 
able, the exemption which may be granted to a hospital 
building will not be destroyed. 


(b) A new clause 9a. will now deal separately with an im- 
provement and specifically provides exemption fora build- 
ing used as a hospital or in connection therewith. 

Section 20, subsection (1) is amended as to clause 22. for the 

purpose of clarifying the intention of this clause as it relates to land 











and improvements used as a summer camp for children. 

Section 20, subsection (1) is amended as to clause 29. by sub- 

stituting the word "specially" with the word "specifically". 
Section 27 deals with the requirement on the part of an Assessor 
to make an annual assessment on certain types of property and sub- 
section (1) isamended in line with arevision to Section 15 previously 
mentioned by replacing the words "annual depreciation" as it applies 
to assessable machinery and processing equipment and by substituting 
the words "accrued depreciation to the date of assessment." 

Section 30, subsection (2) is amended for purposes of clarifica- 
tion as to clause (d) by adding at the end thereof the words "to the 
owner" and as to clause (e) by adding at the end thereof the words 

the purchaser". 

Section 36 is amendedby striking out subsections (6), (7), and 
(8) which conflict withearlier subsections of this Section which deal 
with the constitution of the Court of Revision. 


Section 36 is amended as to subsection (12) by removal of the 
‘requirement that the Council of a municipality must pass a by-law 
for the purpose of paying the remuneration and expense money to Court 
of Revision members. Henceforth these accounts may be paid by the 
Secretary-Treasurer on authorization of Council. 

Section 38, subsection (3) is amended for the purpose of re- 
moving the permissive right of aratepayer to leave notice of complaint 
to the Court of Revision at the Secretary-Treasurers' placeof abode. 

Section 29 is amended as to subsection (2) by way of removing 
en the part of the Secretary-Treasurer the necessity of forwarding by 
registered mail, notices as to the date of the sitting of the Court of 
Revision. Such notice may now be forwarded through ordinary mail . 

Section 44 isamendedas tothe authority of a Court of Revision 
indealing with complaints and clarifies the fact that an assessment can 
not be adjusted so long as the value of the parcel under complaint has 
been calculated in fair and just proportion to the value at which all 
other lands in the municipality are assessed. 

Section 45 is amended as to subsection (2) for the purpose of 
clarifying the requirement on the part of the Court of Revision to com- 
plete the hearing of complaints within 150 days after the publication 
of the notice of the completion of the assessment roll. Previously 
Court of Revision duties were required to be completed within 150 days 
after the completion of the assessment roll even though notification of 
completion was published onsome date subsequent to the completion 
thereof. Actually the assessment roll is not completeduntil after the 
sitting of the Court of Revision as per Section 48 of the Act. 

Section 54 isstruck out and a new Section added which speci- 
fically requires the assessment roll tobe confirmed, alteredor amended 
according to the decision of the Appeal Board. When the decision of 
the Board is reserved and rendered at a later date then upon receipt 
of official notice from the Board the municipal secretary, or the as- 
sessor in the case of a city, must thereafter alter or amend the roll 
according to the terms of the decision and must write his name or ini- 
tials opposite any alteration or amendment so made. 

Section 76 is amended in two parts: 

(a) by providinga newsubsection (1) forthe purpose of clari- 

fying the intention of the Legislation as itrelates to the im- 
position of a business assessment and a business tax. 

Effective on Assent. 


(b) subsection (3) of this Section is amended for the purpose 
of indicating clearly that where a business tax represents 
a percentage of assessed value such procedure can only 
apply ina case where the business assessment has been de- 
termined ona rental basis. 

Effective January 1, 1968. 

Section78 is amended by providing a new subsection (1) which 
clearly requires that the assessor shall complete his business assess- 
ment in accordance with the requirements of the business tax by-law 
of the municipality; 

(a) either on a rental basis or alternatively, 
ES (b) on the basis of storage capacity or area occupied in ac- 
q cordance with the assessment rates fixed in the by-law. 

Section 81 is struck out and a new Section is added which re- 
lieves the Appeal Board from the necessity of dealing with any appeal 
taken against the rate of business tax struck by the Council of a mun- 
icipality. In other words, the Appeal Board may only deal with mat- 
ters pertaining to a business assessment and can not become involved 
‘in matters relating to a business tax levy. 

In line withthe amendment to Section 81, Section 82 has been 
amended by way of removing any right of appeal against the rate of 
levy employed for business tax purposes. 


A new Section 82a. has been added which provides that where 
the Appeal Board amends anassessment rate in a business tax by-law 
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as a result of an appeal, the assessor of the municipality must forth- 
with reassess all other businesses affectedthereby even though no ap- 
peal has been taken by the owners of such businesses. 

Section 86 subsection (1) has been amended by adding a new 
clause (d1) whichauthorizes amunicipality to levy a mill rate on the 
assessments of property to meet the costs appropriated for recreational 
services and capital works expenditures in connection therewith. 


Subsection (2) of Section 86 isamended to relieve property as- 
sessed under The Electric Power and Pipe Line Assessment Act in amun- 
icipal district, county, improvement districtor special area from any 
special tax imposedto meet the cost of recreation services or capital 
expenditures in connection therewith. 


A new subsection (11) has been added to section 86 to provide 
that a council can amend the mill rate by-law only if such amend- 
ment is made prior to the date of mailing the tax notices. 


Section 102 is amended to provide that the secretary is only 
authorizedto mail one tax notice during the year with respect to each 
parcel. 

In the case of claims for taxes against fire insurance policies 
aftera fire, section 111 is amended to require the insurer to clear the 
payment under the policy with the taxing authority where there was 
a loss payable only for damages to the building or to the personal 
property in the case of a business assessment and providing there was 
a total loss or a loss payable under the policy in excess of $500.00 
whichever was the lesser. 

Section 137 item 1] hasbeen deleted and anew item substituted 
permitting the acquisition, design, erection, construction operation 
and maintenance of street malls as a local improvement. 

Section 141 has been amendedto provide that the provisions of 
this sectioncan nowalso apply toa sewer that has already been built . 


Section 145 has been amended to permit all owners whose pro- 
perty may become liable to local improvement assessments to sign a 
petition against the local improvement regardless of whether or not 
the land was otherwise assessable and taxable. 

Section 15é6has been amended to delete the words "at the rate 
not exceeding 8% a year," 

Section 168 has been rewritten to provide that, in the case where 
a reduced special frontage assessment has been authorized due to the 
odd size of a parcel and where the odd shaped parcel has later been 
re-subdivided, the council is permittedto make arevision of the num- 
ber of feet of frontage liable to the special frontage assessment. 

These amendments were effective as and from May 2nd, 1968 
except the amendment to subsection (3) of section 76 which was made 
effective retroactively to January Ist, 1968. 


@ The Planning Act, 1963 


The Provincial Planning Director has sent aletter to every mun- 
icipal Secretary-Treasurer with a detailedexplanation of all changes 
in 1968. The following provisions are the more significant. 

(a) Subdivisions: Regional Planning Commissions become sub- 
division approving authorities for all applications emana- 
ting from land locatedin the regional planning areas, in- 
cluding all land that is under the normal jurisdiction of 
non-member municipalities. (effective June 16, 1968) . 


(b) Regional Plans: Preliminary regional plans shall be com- 
pleted by the regional planning commissions for their re- 
gional planning areas (member and non-member municipa- 
lities within the area to be declared as their regional plan- 
ning area) by the Ist January, 1972. (effective June 16, 
1968). 


(c) Development Officers and Development Appeals: Where 
control over development is being exercised either by 
zoning by-law or development control by-law, it is now 
mandatory to appoint a development officer. It also be- 
comes mandatory that the development officer and/or the 
municipal planning commission (if one has been appointed , 
and provided that the council has assigned it this duty in 
whole or in part) shall receive, consider and decide all 
applications for development permits within the municipa- 
lity. In certain cases, it is now necessary to give notice 
of the decision either by postingon the site, mailing or by 
publishing a notice in a local newspaper. From that de- 
cisionan appeal may be lodged by an affected person with- 
in 14 days to the development appeal board (or, if a coun- 
cil has not appointed one) to the council. A decision of 
the development appeal board or council is final except 
for an appeal ona matter of law or jurisdiction which may 
be taken to the Appellate Division of the Supreme Court 
of Alberta. (effective May 2, 1968).

LAMONT JOINS TOWNS 


The Village of Lamont (pop. 835) became a town on May 31, 
1968 under authority of Order-in-Council 986/68 passed May 28, 
1968. 

The council of the village had petitioned the government to 
order formation of the town before June 1, because after that date, 
provisions of the new Municipal Government Act require all commun- 
ities except new towns to have at least 1,001 inhabitants in order to 
be eligible for town status. 

Lamont first became a hamlet in 1906. It was named after the 
Hon. Mr. Justice Lamont of the Supreme Court of Canada. It was 
made a village on June 14, 1910.
